though neither candidate of the two 
great parties has yet presented his letter 
of acceptance anil the real work of the 
campaign can hardly be said to have be- 
gun, it cannot escape the atlcntion of 
the most casual observer that the en- 
thusiasm of the Republicans is steadily 
growing and that a feeling of apathy 
pervades the ranks of their opponents.

Pursuant to a call published in the 


t/OTJBNAii, a large number of ditch-own- 
ers and farmers of the Traokee Mead- 
ows met yesterday afternoon in the 
Court-room of the Court-house, to con- 
sider the serious scarcity of water in 
the Truckee river, ascertain whether it 
was illegally or wasteinlly diverted and 
endeavor to suggest means to remedy 
the existing evil which threatens the 
total drying up of many farmers' crops. 


There were present Messrs. Bryant, 


Winfrey, 
Wf.ilman, Orville Stsoious, 


Disson, Mapes, Suodgrass, Bates, May- 
berry, Bray, Powull, Jones, 
Marker, 


E'iston, Hymers, Gould, Ash, Carey, 
Beck and County Cleilt Julien, who 
formod themselves into a deliberative 
body with D. H. Bryant as Piesideut 
and Orville Sessions us Secretary. After 
cousiiiiprribla preliminary discussion to 
clear uwuy tho cobwebs, the following 
resolution was off u red by Mr. Beck, nod 
adopted us embodying tbo sense of the 
meeting: 


Kesolrtn!, Th'jt in tho opinion of 


this meeting of ditch-owners nloug tho 
Truolvea river. Wushoe county, that if 
the natural flow of witter wus net illegal- 
ly interrupted nbovo tho State line, 
there wonld bo enough coming to sup- 
ply the needs o£ all now diverting water 
for irrigating or other purposes. 


It was shown that the Trnokee Lum- 


ber Company have a ten-foot dam at 
Lake Taboo aud the Boon Company a 
fifteen-foot one ut tbe month of tbe Lit- 
tle Truckeo, which they close nt inoppor- 
uue hours, leaving the liver very low 
n the day time, while at riight tho water 
s sent down iu a flood incapable of bb» 
ng used. 


There seemed to be a feeling among 


some present that tha evil lay in the 
muHiplicn'ion of ditches regardless of 
heripiu- 
i rights of prior approprittt- 


ors, and Mr. Mapes stated that he had 
been informed that last Thursday when 
he Steamboat Ditch was running full, 
the Mapes, North Truelcee aud Orr 
ditches had barely a few inches. Mr. 
Jones suggested dividing the ditch-own- 
ers in two—one-half using the water for 
four years alternately, but tbo scheme 
was not considered available. 
It was 


unanimously 
agreed 
that 
something 


must be quickly done, as many of the 
crops in the valley ara drying up for 
waut of water, and anltss tbe irritation 
is allayed, a crop of litigations would 
spnug up between tho ditch-men, ruin- 
ous to their interests, and then not af- 
fording a true settlement of the diffi- 
ulty. 
Mr, Beck said (hit his iden, above 


all, was to save trouble among them- 
selves without litigation. 
It was a 


plain proposition that if rightfully used 
there was vrater in abundance for all, 
•when all that was necessary was to join 
and uproot a big rock (Truckeo Lumber 
Co.) from the river, he didn't believe 
in 
hair-pulling between 
ditchrnin. 


This thing of having a flood for six 
hours at night and a famine the bnUnce 
of 
the 
eighteen 
was 
outrageous, 


and tha Courts would suroly sustain 
tho 
riparian 
rights 
of 
all inter- 


ested. He considered it the duty of the 
Attorney General to bring snit iu tho 
name of some party aggrieved agttiti&t 
tho parlies who are interfering with the 
natural flow of th« Truckeu river. 
It 


was suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to call on all tho ditch owners 
and parties interested and procure their 
attendance at some lute date, so as to 
have a reusing mooting, and raise the 
sinews of v/nr for an hotive campaign 
against the enemy. This was postponed 
until the next meeting which was called 
for next Thursday 
afternoon 
at the 


Court HOUHO, after which the assem- 
blage adjourned.
